Sluggish Liver Is Caused 
By Many Things — Too 
Rich Food and Drink, or 


Lack of Exercise 


EVOTE a column to this sub- 
ject, begs a reader from 
Georgia. My limited experience 
in Georgia life with the endless 
swamps and lazy climate remind 
me that it 
wasn’t just 
my liver that 
was sluggish. 
However. 
most. slug- 
gishness is 
attributed to 
the liver. and 
a favorite di- 
agnosis is 
centered jn 
its failure to 
function ac- 
tively. 
When I was 
a youngster. 1 
used to see 
my grandmother put hed hand 
to her side and hear her say her 
liver was punishing her. Now, in 
my childish mind, punishment 
was associated with some sort of 
wrong doing and since my grand- 
mother rated very high for saint- 
ly behavior, I was often wonder- 
ing what she had done to be 
punished.

Many references have already 
been made to the fact that the 
liver is a fleshy organ. very full 
of blood vessels. Anything that 
accelerates the amount of blood 
flowing through it or gives a per- 
manent increase to the volume, 
produces what we call a hyper- 
aemia. There is always a tempor- 
ary increase during the period of 
digestion. 

® s e 

F ANY other cause should bring 

- this unusual amount of blood 
to: the liver we may have an ac- 
tive or f&oute hyperaemia. It is 
when this unusual amount of 
blood remains in the liver instead 
of flowing through that we have 
a@ passive hyperaemia or a con- 
gestion. 

I. is this latter kind that us- 
ually becomes chronic. We can 
get an acute congestion from too 
much and too stimulating food 
and drink. Alcohol, fermented 
liquors Of any kind, highly spiced 
foods, all produce an excessive 
flow of blood to the liver. This is 
aggravated if often repeated or 
if the patient is of a delicate or 
nervous type. 

It is passing strange that this 
same effect occurs in climates 
where temperatures run unusu- 
ally high. Any sudden checking 
of body functions by sudden 
change in temperature may bring 
the same results, so that a 
changeable climate is also con- 
ducive to liver disturbance. 

Naturally, the same thing oc- 
curs in regions where malaria 
abounds, since malaria consists 
of a succession of fever and chills. 
There is a long list of contribu- 
tory causes to congestion of the 
liver. When any norma! function 
of the body is checked for any 
reason; the result is likely to be 
felt in the liver. 

Checking of the menstrual flow 
in women and constipation of 

the bowels in cither sex is a com- 
mon cause of liver stagnation. In 
som2 forms of peritonitis, where 
the abdomina! contents become 
massed and adherent, obstruction 
may be expected. Also valvular 
heart disease or heart dilation 
which hacks the bloed into the 
veins will likely be associated 
with: a congested liver condition. 
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NY sluggishness of the circu- 

Jation, .s in persons who are 
overy cight or who exercise too 
little, is pretty sure to mean a 
shivpish liver. 

Ty isn’t surprising to find that 
the most frequent occurrence of 
liver congestion comes in the fall 
when ws begin to put on extra 
clothing anc stay more closely 
inraogrs.

lazy liver. unc upless the cause 
of the faziness is actua) disease. 
the first need is a thorough stir- 
ring up of the organ. A diet of 
non - stimulating food is sug- 
gested. Alkaline waters, used hot 
and taken slowly. 1:atural min- 
eval waters,the grape cure, the 
wey ¢ure are all in favor of 
certain groups. ° -

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DRY SKINS TAKE 
WELL TO MEANS 


FOR PROTECTION 


By JACQUELINE HUNT 


ORMAL SKINS really exist— 
fine-textured and clear. just 
moist enough to hold the powder 
without a foundation for several 
hours, and dry enough so there 
is no shine. You are fortunate if 
you have one and you should da 
everything in your power to keep 
it normal. 

Of course, you should not con- 
fuse it with unneeded creams 
and tonics. but you should pam- 
per it a little and be stern about 
your observation of the rules of 
health and cleanliness. 

It is the dry skin .hat is more 
frequent. Normally the skin be- 
comes thinner and drier as you 
grow older. The glands are less 
active and the supply of fatty 
tissue that underlies the surface 
skin becomes depleted. The mus- 
cles and tissues lose their elas- 
ticity. Consequently, the skin 
looks rougher and in many cases 
becomes sen- 
sitive. Fine 
lines appear, 
and your 
worry about 
them which 
only serves 
to deepen 
them. 

bt y072'r 
skin is of 
this type 
place more 
emphasis on 
the protec- 
tive meas- 
ures. Never 
go out into 
the cold wind or sun without a 
film of all-purpose cream, an 
oily foundation cream or a sooth- 
ing lotion under your face pow- 
der. 

And if you are cut of doors for 
any length of time and the face 
feels raw or. chapped, use two 
applications of cleansing cream 
to remove your cosmetics and 
finally use a soothing lotion or 
petroleum jelly to take away any 
soreness, 

Of course, cleanliness is of 
greatest importance, but the dry 
skin is easier to keep clean, since 
it doesn’t pick up. so much dust 
and grime. One soap and water 
cleansing during the day is suf- 
ficient. When you get up in the 
morning wash your face and 
neck by splashing with cool wa- 
ter. Dry and pat with a mild 
skin freshener; while the skin is 
still slightly moist, apply a light 
film of all-purpose or foundation 
cream and apply your make-up. 

Cream and tonic are suitable 

r midday cleansing if you feel 
that your make-up needs renew- 
ing, although your skin is less 
likely to require this attention 
than the oily or even the norma! 
skin. Use a soft, creamy rouge 
that blends easily and smoothly 
into your foundation and use a 
powder that is intended for dry 
skins. o 

At night. apply cleansing 
cream of the quick-melting va- 
irety or use an all-purpose cream 
and leave on a second to pene- 
trate the pores and loosen any 
deposits of dried sebum or dust. 
Wipe away with tissues and if 
the skin has been subjected to 
unusual exposure. repeat the 
creaming. Remove and wash 
with tepid water and a bland. 
pure soap. The soap with the 
milk base. that we discussed in 
the column on _ sensitive. oily 
skins. is excellent for the iry 
skin, too. Wash thoroughly. rinse 
in tepid water and then in cold 
and pat dry..

QUESTION: “I have a slightly 
oily skin that is fairly clear ex- 
cept jor coarse pores across my 
cheeks, temples and chin. 1 can- 
not find a satisfactory astrin- 
gent. Could you suggest some- 
thing that 1 can make at home? 

—A.S.” 


If your skin can stand it, try 
giving it a brief ice rub after 
washing thoroughly and rinsing. 
Have the ice wrapped in a piece 
of silk or gauze so it does not 
come into direct contact with 
vour skin After the rub, go over 
the skin with this simple astrin- 
gent: To one-half pint of boiled 
water, add one-fourth teaspoon 
each of powdered boric acid and 


alum. Allow these to dissolve and 
cool the liquid. Moisten a pad 
of cotton with the solution and 
pat over the enlarged pore area. 
Let dry naturally on the skin 
and then if there is a powdery 
deposit, wipe with a washcloth 
dipped in cool water.
